had paid the Glove Moving and Stor­ 
age company, of which Alderman W. 
E. Sullivan is president, $905. 
This, the committee says, is a viola­ 
tion of the c ity charter, as no city 
official is to sell supplies or receive 
payment from the city 
for 
private 
services. 
j,t 
The probe conducted under the di­ 
rection of Alderman O’Neill has also 
disclosed a condition at the city hall 
that seems to call for action on the 
part of the Humane Society, or the 
grand jury. It has found, so far, that 
numerous youths, listed as laborers, 
work eight days and six hours each 
week 
That teams are, worked from ten 
to fourteen days a week. 
That when one brother of President j 
Leo Ryan, of the upper house, quit the 
city and his job as an officer of the 
municipal court, his name was kept on 
the pay roll, another brother did the 
work and President Ryan collected 
the salary. The family had saved the 
Civil Service Commission any trouble 
md had kept the job. 
The busiest place in the city was 
the city hall—according to the pay 
**ol!s for overtime work. 
And here the auditing committee 
Allows its hard heartedness. It claims 
the young men, who are said to work 
eight days a week, are celrks, and that 
they are listed as laborers in order to 
cheat the civil service laws, which re­ 
quire that all employes holding steady 
positions must pass an examination. 
But the©e eleven young men arc 
not the only ones who worked long 
'levys. There is a team of horses be­ 
longing to a W. T. Cox, w hich labored 
ong and often. According to the pay 
oil records, this team put in at least 
welve days each week. 
The superintendent of repairs ex 
•la'us this by saying that two teams 
.cere worked, instead of one, and thai 
vas how the mistake was made. 
Ii 
vas not explained, how'ever, how this 
ontinued as far as the investigating 
•ommittee has 
gone—to 
December.

But. Cox did not own the only over­ 
time working team. There were .sev­ 
eral others. H. Trainor always man 
aged to work his team ten and twelve 
days a week, as did J. T. Richel and 
others. 
The auditing committee also had 
some things to say about the pav war 
rant of Patrick S. Ryan. 
They said 
lie had been carried on the roll as a 
court officer of Municipal Division No. 
I for a considerable period, and that 
for most of that period he was out 
of the city. 
Patrick Ryan is a brother of J 
Leo Ryan, “Rabbit” president of the 
upper house, and the committee in 
sinuated this had something to de 
with it. In fact, the records develop 
cd that the receipts for the pay checks 
were signed by the initials J. L. R.. 
and sometimes by J. L. Ryan. 
J Leo Ryan says theie is nothin2 
illegal about it. He says he has been 
receipting for the pay checks, but that 
another brother, Vincent, Ryan, hai 
been performing the functions of the, 
office, while Patrick Ryan has beer1* 
out of the city. The pay check amounts 
lo $90 a month. 
O’Neill replied to 
the 
statement. 
“None of the Ryans did any work.” 
O'Neill said.
